continuous since World War I. 
Between April of 1956 and 
April of 1957, the farm popu- 
lation dropped sharply by 866 
to a new low of 20.4 million 
people. Thus, farm people repre- 
sent only 14% of the nation’s 
population in 1957, as compared 
to 35% in 1910. Two trends 
have accompanied this reduc- 
lion in our farm labor forces. 
First, the decrease has been 
heaviest in the 18'to 44 age 
bracket. Secondly, 3796 of our 
farm labor force is now partial- 
ly employed in work not relat- 
ed to agriculture. In sharp con- 
trast to this decrease in farm 
workers, productioh of farm 
crops has increased tremendous- 
ly over the years. Our agricul- 
tural output rose more than 
one-third between the years 
1940 to 1957. This was accomp- 
lished despite the decrease in 
the number of man hours work- 
ed on the farm e&ch year. This 
achievement was made possible 
by the striking increase in the 
productivity of the land farmed 
and the productiveity of the 
farm worker,

It 
was dated Aug. 4, 1934. 

Certifying the hook-up as ap- 
proved was a typewritten state- 
ment signed hy H.E. Riedel, elec- 
trical inspector for the “town”, 
of Belle Glade. That was 24 
years ago, Mrs. Barron relates, 
and she’s lived there 16, so she 
presumed the inspection was 
made at the time the house was
